1-1-93 to 31-12-93 or 
till a full-time Medical Referee joins, whichever earlier, 
for Amalner Centre at a monthly remuneration as per 
existing norms, on the basis of number of insured persons 
for the purpose of Medical examination of the insured 
persons and grant of further certificates to them when the 
correctness of the original certificates is in doubt.
